Senator Arnow. 


Epitoks ConsTITUTION: This gentle- 
man will not be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion for the senate of Georgia. The people 
of his, the first congressional district, 
would do well to think of him for con- 
gress. Mr. Arnow’s antecedénts are 
strictly democratic. He has been solic- 
ited several times to run for congress, 
but has hitherto quietly declined going 
before the nominating convention. He 
has been agaia approached on the sub- 
ject, and consented, but does not pro- 
pose to ‘‘canvass” for the nomination, 
on the principle that the ‘‘office should 
seek the man, not the man for the office.”

(Georgia, removed to Florida at the age 
of 25, edited the Cotton States four or 
five years, and served in the Florida 
senate three years—until its abolishment 
by the federal arms. He was at that 
time, the youngest member of the 
senate, aud represented the richest dis- 
trict of east Florida. Itis a significant 
fact that four of the members of the sen- 
ate (including bimself) were from Cam- 
den, Georgia, viz : Gen. James B. Coop- 
er, Gen. Edward Hopkios and Mr. James 
King, brother of the present able repre- 
sentative from Camden county, Ga. His
